ed over -the railroad 'track. The pilot of 
the engine struck the platform, threw the 
car around and then toppled it over.

A SICKENING SIGHT. 


From among the magled bodies of the 


dead children lying about everywhere, 
the uninjured passengers picked up the 
injured little ones. The sight overcame 
tlie stoutest hearts, it being sickening in 
the extreme. 


Passengers on the train 
heard 
the 


screams of the children two blocks be- 
fore the train struck the ear. As an il- 
lustration of the force ot the collision, 
the front part ot the trolley ear was 
picked up three blocks further down the 
road between the two tracks. 


The engineer was dazed by the sight 


and it was almost necessary to pull him 
off the engine.

The commissioner asked the at- 
torney general if section 1795 of the 
statutes of 1898, which requires that "all 
railroad corporations hereafter organized 
shall within ten days after beginning op- 
erations as a common carrier give notice 
in writing to the railroad commissioner 
of the nmne of the company, date of be- 
ginning its business as a carrier, names 
of terminals, and the names and resi- 
dences of the principal officers,'' applied 
to clectrc railroads. In holding that it 
did the attorney general, in his opinion, 
transmitted the railroad commissioner 
3'estcrday said: 


"A railroad company doing business as 


a common carrier is certanly within the 
words of the statute, 
arnd the 
words 


'railroad corporations' certainly include 
a ralroad operated by steam power. The 
evdent object of section 1795, in requir- 
ing reports from railroad companies, is 
to give the commissioner information of 
the business operations of ralroad com- 
panies n order that he may perform his 
duties under the statute with reference 
to -such companies. The state is also in- 
terested in these electric railroads, for 
the reason that they pay license fees to 
the corporations through which they run 
under the provisions of chapter 354, laws 
of 181)9, and the state receives a portion 
of those license fees." 


In the senate the committee on assess- 


ment and collection of taxes introduced 
a bill to refund $59,764.14 received by 
the state under the inheritance tax law, 
since declared .unconstitutional.

THE NAVAL TRAINING STATION 


Intercut* of the >~n\T Demand That It be 


RstablllliMl on E«ke Michigan. 


Chicago Inter Ocean: The question of 


selecting a site for a-naval training sta- 
tion on the great lakes was referred last 
summer to a board consisting of Rear 
Admiral Henry C. Taylor, Lieutenant 
Commander Cameron. W. R. Winslow, 
»nd Civil Engineer Harry H. Rousseau. - 


These officers visited all the great lakes 


except Ontairo, and examined • twenty- 
four different sites on Lakes Erie, Hu- 
ron, Michigan and Superior. They rec- 
ommended that the training station bo 
located on the shores of Lake Michigan 
below latitude 43 degrees and-30 min- 
utes, that is, not farther' north ihan 
Milwaukee or Grand Haveu.

The breakdown of the'stand sounded- 


ike the crash of a. shot out of a can- 
ion. 
Xcarly every seat in the house 


vas occupied and when the report came 
.here was a fraud rush of spectators 
roui all parts of the Auditorium in the 
direction of tlic scene of tho disturbance, 
for a time there was considerable ex> 
itemcnt which was somewhat allayed 
vhen someone shouted out "Nobody kill- 
ed." 


The accident happened only a few min- 


utes before the commencement of the 
,-ruie. The bleacher was one of about 
_ne hundred seating capacity. When it 
collapsed its burden was not more than 
the weight of seventy-five men, who were 
ireeipitated to the lloor in a heap, sev- 
>ral being caught bcnonth i-ho. falling

the thickened milk known as "yaoort.' 
No attempt is made 'here to collect 
cream and use iv for butter making. In 
fact, on account of the failure to pro- 
vide abundant gucculont pasturage for 
cnttle.'but little cream separates from 
the milk 'ordinarily obtained in this 
country. A brief account of the method 
'employed may'be of interest to Ameri- 
cari dairymen nud possibly suggestive. 


Fresh milk is heated In kettle* to the 


boiling point and then allowed to cool 
to a temperature of about 80 degrees P.

A DEADLY COLLISION.

ported all the polk-e reserves of t!ie sec- 
ond precinct were sent to the scene to

The train which caused the acident 


was the Delaware and Passaic express. 
There is some question as to whether 
both crossing gates were clown when the 
car and train approached the crossing at 
the same time.

UNDER ENGINE'S WHEELS. 


The motorman saw the train and put 


on the brakes with all his strength. The 
cur however slid upon the icy rails until 
the front platform projected over the 
tracks. A moment later the crash came. 
The pilot of the engine struck the front 
platform and turned it over. The pu- 
pils by the force of the collision were 
precipitated under the wheels of the en- 
gine. To some death 
came instantly. 


Others lingered a moment in 
fearful 


agony and then expired. 


A most heart-rending scene was pre- 


sented to the sight immediately after 
the train crashed into 'the car. Dead or 
injured children lay in all directions. 


Word of the calamity soon reached the 


authorities. In addition to the police 
reserves, every ambulance in the city 
was soon on the scene. 


The motorman's skull was fractured 


and it is thought he will die. 


The trolley car could not be stopped 


although the motorman appeared to 
make frantic efforts to do so.

projected about four feet over the track 
when it was struck. There were about 
twelve children on the front platform, 
grouped around the 
motorman.

movements. 


A SICKENING SIGHT. 


From among the maglcd bodies of the 


dead children lying about everywhere, 
the uninjured passengers picked up the 
injured little ones. The sight overcame 
the stoutest hearts, it being sickening in 
the extreme. 


Passengers on the train 
heard 
the 


screams of the children two blocks be- 
fore the train struck the ear. As an il- 
lustration of the force of the collision 
the front part of the trolley car was 
picked up three blocks further down the 
road between the two tracks.. 


The engineer was dazed by the sigh) 


and it was almost necessary to pull him 
off the engine.

THE NAVAL TRAINING STATION 


IntermU of the Savy Demand That It be 


Established on Bake Michigan. 


Chicago Inter Ocean: The question of 


selecting a. site for a>naval training sta- 
tion on the great lakes was referred last 
summer to a board consisting* of Rear- 
Admiral Henry C. Taylor, Lieutenant 
Commander; Cameron. W. K. Wisislow, 
and Civil Engineer Harry H. Kousseau. •- 


These officers visited aft the great lakes 


except Ontairp, and examined:' twenty- 
four different sited on Lakes ;Erie, Hu- 
ron, Michigan and Superior. They rec- 
ommended that the training station be 
located on the shores of .Lake'Michigan 
below latitude 43 degrees and-30 min- 
utes, that is, not farther "north ihan 
Milwaukee or Grand Haven. 


The board was influenced to-favor a 


location on Lake Michigan because the 
southern portion of that lake is the ge- 
ographical center of tho district of the 
great lakes, because it is the most de- 
sirable place for a training'station a* 
regards population, strategy, tempera- 
ture, ice period,, and geographical re- 
quirements, because Lake Michigan is 
the only on* of the great lakes which 
lien 
entirely within the 
territorial 


boundary of the United States, and, 
finally, because Lake Michigan is tho 
only one oi tha great lakos on which 
there is traffic all the year round. 


The recommendations 
of the board 


were accepted M riaionable and very 
few supposed that tlie naval 
training 


station would be located otherwise than 
as it recommended. 


Within the last few weeks, however,

representing New York, 


Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michigan have 
united to antagonize the' report and 
urg» that the station be loca^d on Lake 
Eric, In view of this the congressmen

Xtath title President and Attorney Genera'* 


Are'skiisBod With That Accomplished. 
The president says Attorney General 


Knox is well pleased with the anti-trust 
legislation enacted at the present session 
and to be highly gratified at the prompt 
response to his requests by congi-ess. 
The attorney, general, who is credited 
with having prepared the important fea- 
tures of the bills that have been passed, 
said today: 


"The giving and taking of railroad re- 


bates is now prohibited by a law capable 
of effective enforcement against corpor- 
ations as well as individuals, and the 
courts of the United States are clothed, 
with jurisdiction to restrain and punish 
violations. 


The act creating the department of 


commerce vests in that department com- 
plete authority to investigate the organ- 
ization and lousiness methods of corpor- 
ations engaged in interstate and foreign 
commerce, and to that end to collect the 
testimony of persons having the desired 
knowledge. The legislation is concise in 
its terms, but very comprehensive in its 
scope.

Robert Hebblethwaite Slays Mrs. 


Ruby Reimer and Then 


Shoots Himself. 


Shocking Tragedy occured on the Northside 


Shortly Before Noon Today-Hebblethwaite 


was Warned to Leave the House—Both 


Killed Almost Instantly. 


A shocking murder and suicide occurr- 


ed on the north side of the river a few 
•minutes before 12 o'clock this morning, 
when Robert 
Hebblethwaito. a well 


known townsman, deliberately took the 


life of Mrs. Ruby Reiinev, a respected 
lady of that community, by placing a 
pistol back of her left car and firing the 
fatal shot. He then, realizing the enor- 
mity of his crime, placed the muzzle of 
the 32 calibre revolver in hU month and 
pulled the trigger. Death in both eases 


. -was instantaneous. Leveled jealousy is 
probably the cause of it all. 


A home that only a few hours before 


•was one oi happiness and bliss is now an 
abode of sadness and sorrow.

The scene of this most atrocious crime 


was a modern and cozy home of Herman 


wanted to go back and quiet Hebblo-th- 
waite, but her husband warned her of the 
danger. 
fShe went anyway. A brief con- 


versation took place. bu.t the words ex- 
changed will never be known. 
In an 


other moment Hebblethwaite drew ' the 
pistol from his hip .pocket and fired, -the 
bnll penetrating deep into the brain. He 
then turned the pistol on himself. The 
exact location of the shooting was about 
forty yards cast of the house, on the side 
walk. Both of the victims lay on the' icy 
sidewalk side by side. 


Mr. Reimer as soon as he heard the 


first shot fired ran to the corner anc 
then north to a neighbors house. 'He did 
not learn of the fatal results urrtil quite 
a few minutes later, when 
his little 


daughter, Yenetta, aged 7 years, camt 
home from school and found her murder- 
ed mother cold in death in the street. I' 
was this little tot who broke the horribl 
news to her father. She said crying pit 
couslv. ''Mamum lias been killed,, papa 
by that awful man."

heart was nearly "broken. The 
father 


after hearing those appaling words be 
came prostrated with grief. 


Reiuier. the dead wife's husband, at 900 
Hagerer street. According to the mea- 
ger facts obtained at -the residence, Heb- 
"nlethwaite had boarded with Mr. 
and 


Mrs. Reirr.er for several 
months. As 


da^ys passed into weeks and weeks into 
months, he cultivated a friendship which 
soon ripened into fpnfl affection.

This morning after Hebblethwaite left 


the home to go to his place of employ- 
ment, the

He spoke kindly to 


her and informed her that he could not 
tolerate any such conduct no longer. The 
people of the neighborhood, he claimed. 
were-aware of the attention ihe -two 
were paying each other and that it could 
not continue. He informed his wife that 
she was to go to the telephone, call up 
Hebblethwaite and tell him never 
to 


cross their threshold 
again. This she 


agreed to do. but instead of using the 
telephone, she made up her mind to go 
down and tell him in his presence after 
her husband had left the house to go to 
his work. About 10 o'clock this fore- 
noon or perhaps a Htrle later the woman 
called to see Hebbloihwnitc.

collapsed its burden was not more than 
the weight of seventy-five men, who -were 
precipitated to the floor in a heap, sev- 
eral being caught beneath the falling 
lumber, but only two had bones broken 
while

away with 


bruises about their limbs and 
bodies.

The 
learing will be open to the public and 
the joint session'of the committee will be 
jeld in the senate chamber where the 
formal arguments ou^the same question 
were made two years*«go. It is expect- 
ed that the general counsel of the lead- 
ng railroad companies operating in Wis- 
consin will be presented on thia occas- 
ion and make exhaustive final arguments 
based on the provision of ad-valorem hill 
prepared! by tliQ tax commission and in- 
troduced by the respective committec*in 
both houses. 


The taxation committee will not await 


the last final arguments bef9re gettihg.to 
work on thti tax commission's measures, 
but beginning this afternoon will go at 
once into the question on their own ac- 
count. 


As previously stated in these 
dis- 


patches, it is the general belief that the 
bill which will be reported to the assem- 
bly will be in substantially the same 
form as introduced by the assembly com- 
mittee, containing the 'amendments that 
were attached to the measure as soon as 
it was received from the tax commission, 
providing that the ad valorem''system 
shall take effect from Jan. ,1 last and 
that the first tax levy shall be completed 
by next August.

The con- 
struction of the boats will be unique, 
They will have a length of 550"feet over 
all and will decrease in width from the 
prow to the stern instead of ueing of uni- 
form width. This is'to decrease the fric- 
tion and the power required, to propel 
them.

At that time 
the attempt at self destruction was kept 
quiet, only a few intimate acquaintances 
being familiar with the fact:-. After real- 
izing what she had done, she repented 
tind wanted to live. However, it did not 
leswn her ardent friendship for Hebble- 
<hwaite. The family -troubles then 
as- 


sumed a peaceful reign for a. fevv weeks, 
but the love of former days was 
too 


strong; the accusations made by the 
jealous husband, and demands that his 
wife have Hebblethwaitc seek 
another 


boarding place, could not extinguish it. 


Yesterday forenoon Mrs. Reimer call- 


ed upon Hebblethwaite at the Thronson- 
Ifansen Furniture company. She enter- 
ed the store neatly dressed shortly after 
8 o'clock. 
Hebblethwaitc was busy at 


the time in another part of the store 
when the lady put in her appearance. 
She was invited to go back by the fire, 
where it was warmer, but declined to ac- 
cept the invitation., claiming she prefer- 
ud remaining near the entrance.
